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The amendment filed January 1 1 , 2008 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 1 32(a) 
because it introduces new matter into tine disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The amendment 
to page 5, line 21 and page 7, line 16, underlined text of both. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 41-47, 52-68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The restraining and support members lack a proper antecedent basis in the 
specification. Though one is able to glean what is intended, the text used in the 
specification should be consistent with that in the claims. Indeed it is very unclear as to 
which elements make up the restraining member and which make up the support 
member(s) and how the two distinct one from another. 

Claims 41-47 and 52-68 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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No arguments were presented. The amendments were insufficient to overcome 
the 35 use 112 problems. The amendments contain new matter.
